BRITISH CRUSH COUN- 


TER ATTACKS 


Teutons Unable to Pierce 


Allies' Line Anywhere 


PRISONERS BY TRAINLOAD 


Are Arriving In France, 


and British W o u n d e d

So far as can be as- 
certained, the situation on the west- 
ern front as created by the allied of- 
fensive of Saturday and Sunday 
is 


about where it was 
The diversion 


initiated bv the German crown prince 
in the An?onne at some places reached 
the tiist French line, but nowhere did 
the Germans break through. 


While German prisoners are arriv- 


ing in France by the train load, British 
wounded from Flanders are beginning 
to reach London 
All have the same 


story to tell 
They describe the ter- 


ritic bombardment of the Allies, be- 
toie which it seemed impossible that 
anjone could survive, and then iiie 
sudden slackening of the fire and the 
British charge 


How it happened that so many un- 


wounded Germans were captured is 
puzzling the public of this 
country 


and France. 


This is the sixty-third birthday ot 


Field Marshal Sir John French. The 
people aie not expecting it to be sig- 
nalized by any marked fresh advance 
so soon after 
the 
gains 
already 


achieved, but these accomplishments 
have called forth particularly cordial 
congratulations for the British com- 
mander 


The fighting in the east still favors 


the Russians on the southern end of 
the line, although there is no con- 
firmation of the report that they have 
reached the important railway junc- 
tion of Kovel.

Austria Orders Dumba Home; 


To be Given a Safe Conduct, 


And Incident Will be Closed 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Washington, Sept. 28.—Dr. Con- 


stantin Theodore Dumba, the ambas- 
sador from Austria, telegraphed the 
state department today from 
the 


summer embassy at Lenox, Mass., 
that he had been ordered home by 
his government, and asked that a 
safe conduct be arranged for him. 


In the light of advices from Ameri- 


ican Ambassador Penfield, at Vien- 
na, that the Austrian foreign office 
had given informal assurances that 
Dr. Dumba would be recalled as ask- 
ed by President Wilson, the state de- 
partment construed Dr. Dumba's dis- 
patch of today as a notification that 
official action had been taken by 
Vienna and will arrange for his safe 
conduct without waiting for formal 
notice from the Austrian foreign of- 
fice. 


This action is considered by the 


American government as closing the 
incident. 
Dr. Dumba made himself 


unacceptable to this 
government 


when 
he attempted 
to 
transmit 


through James F. J. Archibald, an 
American correspondent, a report to 
his foreign office which disclosed his 


participation in plans to cripple Am- 
erican munitions plants by strikes. 
British agents found the proofs on 
Archibald at Falmouth. The Ameri- 
can 
government 
cancelled 
Archi- 


bald's passports and demanded the 
recall of the ambassador. 
A pro- 


posal that Dr. Dumba quit the Unit- 
ed States on leave of absence was 
unsatisfactory and President Wilson 
insisted on his recall. 


In his conversation with Ambassa- 


dor Penfield, the Austrian foreign 
minister is understood to have told 
Mr. Penfield that Dr. Dumba's re- 
call was as a matter of course, final. 
The state department 
understands 


Dr. Dumba will sail Oct. 5. 


All the papers and documents car- 


ried by Archibald reached the 
de- 


partment by mail today from Ambas- 
sador Page in London. Acting Sec- 
retary Polk said practically

IN TUNNEL ON

The passengers on the train 
were thrown into a panic when the 
brakes were suddenly applied but 
they were soon quieted by the train 
crew.

55 Killed By 
Explosion On 
Gasoline Cai 


Tank Containing Fluid Leaked, and the Accumulated Fames 


Being Set Off, Havoc Was Wrought Over an Extended 


Area, Causing an Estimated Property Loss 


Of Over a Million Dollars 


CONCUSS/ON EXPLODED 


DYNAMITE, FAR DISTANT 


Nearly a Score of Buildings Demolished Near the Siding 


On Which the Car Was Placed—Fifteen Negroes In 
Pool Hall On Second Floor Near Scene Were Among 
Those Killed—Special Police Force of 75 Men Main- 
tained Order During the Night—Car Inspector Blown 
Through the Air.

Ardmore, Okla , Sept. 
28.—The 


death list as a result of yesterday's 
gasoline and ensuing dynamite explo- 
sion here was brought up to fifty- 
five this afternoon when the bodies 
of a man and two small chilren were 
found on the former site of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail- 
way freight depot. 
Of the dead 36 


are white and 19 negroes. 


The disaster was caused by the ex- 


plosion yesterday afternoon of a tank 
car containing 3,000 gallons of gaso- 
line. Six blocks m 
each 
direction 


from the Santa Fe freight and passen- 
ger depots were affected. 


Railroad men who were in the >ard 


at the time say the car was shunted 
to a siding on account of its "bad 
odor." The car was leaking gasoline 
so that a pool of the fluid had formed 
on the ground under it 


Ira Woods, cisuMnspector, the rail- 


road" men say,*mounted the car, un- 
screwed the cap and peered in. Just 
then the gasoline became 
ignited. 


Woods, the car and every loose piece 
of material within a hundred yards 
were hurled through the air 


Reports that there were two explo- 


sions were confirmed today. Dynamite 
in the freight storehouse was set off 
by the concussion of the gasoline ex- 
plosion. 


The damage caused by the shock 


was greater than that caused by the 
fire that followed 
The dynamite ex- 


plosion demolished nearly a score of 
buildings. Near the siding on which 
the tank car was placed were a number 
of wooden structures, part of which 
were occupied by negroes. In this sec- 
tion a two-story fram 
building col- 


lapsed 
Fifteen 
negroes in a pool 


hall on the upper floor were killed 
Search of the ruined buildings pro- 
ceeded all night. A special police 
force ot 75 men maintained 
order 


throughout the night 


First estimates of fifty dead and 


$500,000 property damage still were 
unchanged officially, but it was be- 
lieved that these figures would prove 
too small when the final story of the 
disaster was written. 


In addition to the bodies believed 


still in the ruins, it is feared that 
several of the two hundred persons 
injured will succumb, 
making 
a 


probable death list of three score. 


Investigation of the cause of the 


disaster was started by the city exec- 
utives today. It is sunposed that a 
spark from a hammer of one of the 
workmen repairing the car ignited 
the gasoline. 


Eye-witnesses said flames shot in- 


to the air for a distance of 200 feet 


immediately preceding the explosion 
which scattered the flaming liquid 
for blocks, thus starting scores of 
fires in the buildings, wrecked by 
the concussion. 


Most of the persons killed were 


crushed under falling walls, some of 
them more than a block away from 
the scene of the explosion. 


Ardmore today virtually was un- 


der martial law while business was 
suspended to permit the work of res- 
cue to proceed with greater speed. 
One hundred special deputies had 
been sworn in to prevent disorder. 


The downtown business 
section 


presented a picture of disaster, one 
block of Main street, from the rail- 
road station to the Wnittingtqn; ho- 
tel having been razed by the explo- 
sion, many buildings on the opposite 
side of the street were destroyect'and 
the plate glass fronts of nearly every 
store in town damaged. 


The greater part of the city was 


in darknee last night, the electric 
lights-havingT been cut off owing to 
the danger from prostrate1 wires. 


Many instances of heroism 
and 


freakish results 
of 
the 
explosion 


were recounted today by persons who 
witnessed the explosion and them- 
selves escapefl with slight bruises. 


Many clocks about the city, stop- 


ped at 2:35 o'clock,, are curious re- 
minders of the explosion. 
The log's in plate glass alone, ha* 


been estimated at $50,000.

Fearful Carnage Is Described 


As French Threw Themselves, 
With Bayonets, Upon Germans 


Paris, Sept. 28.—"Infantry attacks 


began at noon Saturday," 
said 
a 


soldier, wounded in the Champagne 
fighting, in describing the operations 
which resulted in an important gain 
for the French. 


"My regiment 
was acting as 
a 


support. 
For three days our artil- 


lery had been making an appalling 
din by day and night. 
Big 
guns 


hurled shells without respite. 


"We infantrymen waiting for the 


end of it, began to get 
impatient. 


Saturday we ate 
heartily 
at 
11 


o'clock and then looked 
over 
our 
arms. 
Finally at noon, our chiefs 


shouted 'forward.' 
We 
began 
to 


cheer, and with a single bound were 
out of the trenches. 
It was pretty 


hot in front of us. 


"The boys who had gone ahead 


were doing good work and were al- 
ready beyond the German trenches. 
We reached them in our turn at the 
double. The trenches were filled up 
to the brim with German 
bodies. 


Further on we saw enormous cra- 
ters in which many Germans had 
been burled by falling earth.

iSome, however, although prisoners, 
still fired at us. My left hand was 
pierced by a revolver bullet fired 
polntblank by an artilleryman.

All of the wounded who have ar- 


rived here were covered from head 
to foot with chalky mud.
